the  fourth  day  of  next  March  there 
will  be  a change  in  the  administration  of 
the  United  States  Government.

^ I ''"HAT  the  track  and  field  spoits  of  the 
Athletic  Association  for  the  past  few 
seasons  have  been  of  a very  poor  character 
must  be  admitted  by  even  the  contestants 
themselves.  The  very  fact  that  many  specta- 
tors leave  before  the  sports  are  completed,  the 
solitary  record-breaker  now  and  then,  and 
the  lack  of  enthusiasm  show  how  little 
interest  is  taken  in  that  department  of  athletics 
at  Lehigh.  It  has  been  before  suggested  in 
The  Burr,  there  is  but  one  way  to  arouse  the 
ardor  of  our  athletes,  and  that  is  to  introduce 
the  system  of  handicaps  used  with  such  great 
success  in  many  of  our  sister  colleges.  This 
system  would  make  every  event  in  the  sports 
well  filled,  clo.se  and  exciting,  and  would  un- 
doubtedly bring  out  a great  many  men  who 
feel  that  they  cannot  compete  with  the  better 
athletes  in  college,  simply  because  the  latter 
have  won  some  particular  event  for  several 
years,  although  they  may  have  had  walk-overs 
each  time.  A system  of  handicapping  would 
do  away  with  all  this  feeling  and  would  give 
each  entry  an  equal  chance  for  the  prize.  Let 
us  give  it  a trial,  at  least. 
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^ I '^HE  reputation  of  a college  depends  large- 
ly  on  its  Alumni.  It  is  always  interest- 
ing to  know  what  the  Alumni  are  doing,  and 
where  they  reside.  Such  information  is  pub- 
lished in  the  form  of  notes,  in  all  college  jour- 
nals. It  has  always  been  a matter  of  great 
difficulty  to  obtain  any  news  concerning  our 
Alumni.  Unless  they  happen  to  have  friends 
in  college,  frequently  nothing  is  heard  of  them 
after  thej-  leave.  This  may  be  remedied  if 
each  class,  after  graduation,  chooses  permanent 
officers.  Each  Alumnus  would  be  requested 
to  send,  each  year  to  the  secretarj"  of  the  class, 
a short  notice  of  his  place  of  residence,  occu- 
pation, and  any  other  matter  of  general  inter- 
est. The  secretary  could  then  send  many  such 
items  to  the  college  paper.  This  system  has 
been  adopted  in  many  institutions,  and  the  col- 
lege paper  is  sent  free  to  each  class  secretary 
as  a compensation  for  his  trouble.  If  such  a 
course  were  pursued,  the  periodical  would  be- 
come more  interesting  to  the  under-graduates, 
and  especially  to  the  Alumni.  We  would  sug- 
gest that  the  Class  of  ’89  take  the  necessary 
steps  in  the  matter,  and  we  feel  sure  that  if 
these  sugge.stions  are  carried  out  the  value  of 
this  department  of  The  Burr  will  be  greatly 
enhanced. 

THE  GOSSIP. 

^ I '''HE  ’Ninety  Epit07ne  Board,  have,  by  this 
^ time,  undoubtedly  commenced  to  dive 
into  the  immense  pile  of  work  that  lies  before 
them.  They  have  a responsible  position  ; upon 
them  devolves  the  duty  of  gathering  together 
a great  deal  of  information,  in  the  shape  of 
statistics,  lists  of  organizations,  and  such  mat- 
ters as  usually  make  up  the  contents  of  the 
volume;  pre.senting  it  in  as  attractive  and  as 
accurate  a form  as  po.ssible,  and,  what  is  the 
least  important,  but,  unquestionably  the  most 
taking  part  of  the  work, — embellishing  the 
pages  of  the  book  with  creditable  illustrations. 
Ever  since  the  issue  of  1885,  published  by  the 
whole  University,  the  different  Boards  have 
endeavored  to  surpass  the  work  of  the  previous 


i year.  With  one  admitted  exception,  success 
' has  attended  every  effort;  no  pains  nor  expense 
i have  been  spared  to  bring  about  this  end,  and, 
if  the  thing  goes  on  the  way  it  began,  future 
Boards  will  have  a most  difficult  task  to  keep 
j from  falling  short  of  what  the  usual  result  has 
led  people  to  expect  of  them.  Hence  it  is 
that  The  Gossip  would  advise  a change.  There 
is  no  need  of  such  an  expensive  publication, 
j In  the  first  place  the  Univ'ersity  either  does 
j not  or  will  not  appreciate  it.  The  last  Board, 
* which  issued  an  Epitome  that  was  a great 
! credit  in  every  respect  to  our  Alma  Mater,  was 
given  such  feeble  support  that  it  barely 
succeeded  in  clearing  expenses.  In  the  second 
place,  the  great  cost  of  the  book  necessitates 
a corresponding  price  of  subscription,  and, 
although  the  last  few  volumes  have  without 
doubt  been  worth  every  cent  charged  for  them, 
complaints  hav'e  been  heard  at  the  amount 
asked.  It  is  due  to  the  facts  therefore,  that 
The  Gossip,  who  has  had  some  experience 
with  Epitomes,  presumes  to  say  these  few 
words  which  the  men  who  have  the  work  in 
charge  this  year,  may  take  to  themselves  or 
not,  as  they  think  best. 

The  Gossip  is  glad  that  the  suggestion 
offered  in  these  columns  at  the  commencement 
of  the  term,  regarding  campaign  clubs,  was 
followed  out.  Although  the  organizations 
were  not  especially  vigorous,  they  involved 
several  parades,  speeches  by  the  members  of 
the  Democratic  Club,  and,  what  was  probably 
more  noticeable,  a great  deal  of  enthusiasm. 
The  Democrats  turned  out  well  on  several 
occasions  and  made  a creditable  showing, 
considering  their  number.  Their  friends,  the 
enemy,  in  a parade  in  a neighboring  city,  the 
night  before  election,  made  the  buildings  along 
the  route  fairly  shake  on  their  foundations  by 
their  tumultuous  delivery  of  the  Lehigh  cheer; 
while  their  exhibition  of  the  Terpsichorean 
art,  from  its  decidedly  unique  character,  no 
doubt  astonished  and  delighted  the  good 
people  of  Allentown.  It  would  be  presump 
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tuous,  probably,  to  say  that  the  existence  of 
these  clubs  developed  a livelier  interest  in  the 
Presidential  contest;  great  concern  was  mani- 
fested by  the  adherents  of  each  party.  Betting 
was  more  or  less  prevalent,  as  it  was  in  every 
well  regulated  community,  and,  admitting  of 
no  exception  if  the  community  happens  to  be  a 
good  institution  of  learning.

The  Gossip  is  not  particularly  desirous  of 
taking  upon  himself  the  odious  character  of  a 
public  censor;  but  he  feels  that  a few  words  in 
regard  to  the  conduct  of  our  students  at  the 
Pennsylvania  foot-ball  game  would  not  be 
entirely  wasted.  In  moments  of  excitement 
certain  actions  not  strictly  conformable  to  the 
rules  of  courtesy  and  propriety  should  be  con- 
sidered with  some  allowance;  the  gross  in- 
fringements of  these  rules,  however,  should 
not  be  countenanced  in  one  single  instance, 
because  of  the  tendency  toward  a continuous 
infraction  of  them.  In  the  particular  case 
mentioned,  while  the  performances  of  the 
umpire,  acting  theoretically  in  an  impartial  man- 
ner, may  have  warranted  some  expressions  of  i 
disapproval,  none  of  us  were  justified  in  raising  \ 
such  loud  clamors  of  dissatisfaction  or  in  : 
rushing  out  on  the  field  with  apparently  hostile  ' 
intentions.  VVe  should  remember  that  it  is 
ever  our  custom  and  desire  to  treat  visiting 
teams  and  those  whom  they  bring  with  them  ] 
with  uniform  courtesy,  and,  by  following  this  , 
out  in  the  past,  we  have  established  among  our  j 
opponents  a reputation  for  considerate  treat- 
ment which  such  demonstrations,  if  often 
repeated,  will  very  soon  destroy. 

* * * 

The  plan  of  having  different  clergymen 
deliver  sermons  at  the  services  on  Sundays  is 
one  which  we  hope  will  be  kept  up.  It  is  in 
vogue  at  numerous  other  institutions.  At 
Cornell,  especially,  which  is  non-sectarian,  the 
best  representatives  of  the  ministry  of  each 
denomination  are  procured  to  preach  to  the 
students.  Lehigh  being  Episcopalian,  of 


course,  we  are  confined  to  hearing  ministers  of 
that  denomination  alone. 

There  is  only  one  drawback  to  the  custom 
which  has  been  noticed  in  its  operation  in  our 
services  and  it  is  not  necessarily  due  to  the 
fact  of  our  having  only  Episcopal  clergymen 
by  any  means.  It  is  this — every  now  and 
then,  frequently,  in  fact,  we  are  addressed  by 
some  preacher  who  feels  that  it  is  his  bounden 
duty,  considering  that  no  one  else  has  had  the 
moral  courage  to  do  it  before  him,  or  that  we 
are  especially  in  need  of  his  sage  counsel,  to 
stand  up  in  the  pulpit,  and,  instead  of  dis- 
coursing upon  some  subject  that  would  interest 
and  attract  students  in  a University,  to  imme- 
diately proceed  to  attack  our  morals,  to  elo- 
quently exhort  us  to  an  emendation  of  our 
mode  of  life,  and  to  show  us  the  way  in 
which  we  should  go.  The  Gossip  intends 
nothing  disparaging  of  these  gentlemen.  They 
no  doubt  are  actuated  by  most  noble  impulses, 
and  are  only  seizing  upon  the  the  sublime 
opportunity  which  a congregation,  composed 
almost  exclusively  of  young  men,  affords. 
But,  as  the  sermons  of  such  a character  follow 
each  other  in  almost  regular  succession,  each 
before  the  remembrance  of  the  preceding  has 
had  a chance  to  grow  at  all  dim,  they  become 
really  monotonous,  and,  instead  of  having  the 
effect  intended,  they  become  a decided  bore!

This  aroused  a reverie,  and  The  Gossip 
recalled  the  time  when  the  Lehigh  University 
band  was  in  existence,  and  was  wont  to  fill 
Chri.stmas  Hall  and  the  musical  soul  of  the 
casual  auditor  with  the  inspiring  strains  of  the 
Boulanger.  But,  sad  to  relate,  our  band  now 
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exists  only  in  memory,  and  upon  one  of  the 
pages  of  ’89’s  Epitome.  This  should  not  be. 
There  are  many  occasions  when  the  services 
of  a band  are  required  by  the  .student  body, 
and  it  would  be  very  gratifying,  to  say  the 
least,  if  we  could  depend  on  our  own  talent  to 
meet  the  requirements.  Other  colleges  have 
bands,  and  those  of  us  who  were  present 
at  the  sports  of  the  Lafayette  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, last  winter,  remember  with  pleasure 
how  the  occasion  was  enlivened  by  the  music 
which  the  college  band  furnished.  Let  our 
band  get  to  work ; drop  the  Boulanger  for 
awhile,  and  try  something  else. 

There  have  been  times  this  fall  when  their 
services  might  have  been  called  for;  but  it  is  too 
late  to  expect  any  enlivenment  from  their  talent 
this  term,  at  such  celebrations  as  we  may  have 
occasion  to  indulge  in.  The  Gossip  merely 
hopes  that  the  band  will  be  reorganized  and  be 
in  good  trim  by  next  term,  in  order  to  re- 
spond to  such  calls  as  our  students  may  make 
upon  them,  when  the  occasion  demands  some 
inspiriting  strains.

FOOT-BALL. 


PENNSYLVANIA  36;  LEHIGH  O. 

^T~^HE  strongest  team  the  University  of 
^ Pennsylvania  has  ever  put  in  the  field 
came  up  on  Saturday,  Oct,  27,  and  defeated  us 
by  a score  of  36  to  o.  The  day  was  very  in- 
auspicious, and  as  rain  poured  continually, 
good  plays  were  generally  impossible.  The 
teams  were : 

Pennsylvania:  Back,  Hill;  half-backs, Hulme 
(captain)  and  Colladay  ; quarter-back,  Church  ; 
rushers,  Audenried,  VanLoon,  Cash,  Bowser, 
Meirs  (centre),  Spaeth,  Sypher  and  Wagon- 
hurst. 

Lehigh:  Back,  Warriner;  half-backs,  Cor- 

bin and  Graham;  quarter-back.  Walker  (cap- 
tain); rushers,  Reese,  Martin,  Detweiler, 
Johnston  (centre),  Riddick,  Rafferty  and  Emery. 

Referee,  R.  N.  Corwin,  Yale,  ’86. 

Umpire,  J.  C.  Bell,  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Lehigh  won  the  toss  and  took  the  ball,  her 
opponents  choosing  the  east  goal  with  the  rain 
on  their  backs.  Play  was  started  at  3.26. 
Johnston  dribbled  to  Corbin,  but  Pennsylvania 


broke  through  and  downed  him  immediately. 

I Warriner  gained  five  yards.  The  ball  was  soon 
i fumbled  and  secured  by  Pennsylvania.  At  the 
third  down,  the  ball  was  kicked  over,  brought 
out  to  the  twenty-five  yard  line  and  passed  to 
Walker.  The  “V”  trick  was  tried  successfully, 
but  the  runner,  when  tackled,  fell,  cutting  his 
head  severely,  and  was  obliged  to  make  way 
for  Ely.  A run  by  Warriner  and  short  rushes 
by  Rafferty  took  the  ball  to  the  centre  of  the 
field,  but  soon  after,  four  downs  gave  Pennsyl- 
vania the  ball,  which  was  now  rapidly  forced 
into  Lehigh’s  territory,  and  in  thirteen  min- 
utes after  play  had  begun,  Wagonhurst  made 
the  first  touch-down.  The  try  at  goal  failed. 
The  play  continued  for  some  time  in  close 
proximity  to  Lehigh’s  goal  line  until  Spaeth 
made  another  touch-down,  from  which  Hill 
kicked  the  goal,  and  then  the  ball  went  to 
the  middle  of  the  battle  ground.  Not  long 
after, the  ball  was  kicked,  secured  and  advanced 
twenty-five  yards  by  Warriner;  but  it  soon 
after  was  given  to  Pennsylvania  by  the  umpire 
on  a supposed  foul.  Hulme  ran  twenty  yards 
and  made  another  touch-down,  from  which 
Hill  kicked  the  goal.  Score,  16  to  o.  After 
several  minutes  play,  a bad  pass  to  Emery 
gave  Pennsylvania  the  ball,  which  was  downed 
on  the  five-yard  line  and  taken  over  by 
Wagonhurst.  Hill  failed  to  kick  a goal;  the 
ball  was  fumbled  by  Martin  as  it  crossed  the 
line  and  was  touched  down  by  Spaeth.  Hill 
kicked  a goal.  Time  was  called  with  the  ball 
in  the  middle  of  the  field.  Score,  26  to  o, 
against  Lehigh. 

If  Lehigh  had  played  in  the  first  half  with 
the  vim  she  displayed  in  the  second,  the  score 
would  have  been  somewhat  less.  Play  was 
resumed  at  4.38,  Having  been  hurt,  Corbin 
gave  way  to  Rafferty  whose  place  in  the  rush- 
line was  taken  by  Pratt.  The  ball  was  dribbled 
to  Church,  who  made  ten  yards  and  was  tackled 
by  Pratt.  Hulme  gained  fifteen  yards  and  was 
downed  by  Graham.  Hill  broke  through, 
gaining  five  yards.  Hulme  was  downed  by 
Rafferty  and  lost  the  ball.  Warriner  and 
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Rafferty  each  made  short  rushes;  the  former 
kicked  the  ball  on  the  third  down,  but  it  was 
blocked  and  Pratt  secured  it.  The  ball 
changed  hands  twice  in  a minute,  and  soon 
after,  Lehigh  lost  twenty  yards  to  keep  the 
ball,  downing  it  one  yard  from  the  goal  line. 
A bad  pass  gave  Pennsylvania  the  ball,  and 
a touch-down  was  the  result.  Hulme  soon 
made  another.  Hill  kicking  a goal — the  last 
point  scored  in  the  game.  The  ball  was  taken 
out  and  dribbled  to  Ely,  who  made  a short 
run.  Warriner  followed  with  a run  of  twenty- 
five  yards  and  was  downed  on  the  five-yard 
line.  The  splendid  work  of  the  opposing 
rush-line  prevented  a touch-down,  and  after 
four  downs,  Pennsylvania  secured  the  ball. 
The  play  after  this  was  comparatively  even, 
neither  side  gaining  much  ground  and  time 
was  called  with  the  ball  on  Pennsylvania’s 
fifteen  yard  line.  Final  score,  Pennsylvania  36, 
Lehigh  o. 

The  game  was  characterized  by  extremely 
rough  work  on  both  sides,  and  foul  plays 
abounded.  The  umpire  made  no  attempt  to 
disqualify  any  men,  although  several  on  each 
team  merited  such  action.  The  performances 
of  the  umpire  were  such  as  to  reflect  little 
credit  upon  the  visitors.  Our  students  were 
very  exasperated  at  his  manifest  intention  to 
impede  the  work  of  our  team ; but  they  were 
not  justified  in  insulting  him  or  the  members 
of  the  visiting  team.  The  referee  was  fair  in 
every  respect. 

The  game  was  won  on  its  merits.  Wagon- 
hurst,  Spaeth  and  Hulme  did  the  most  dis- 
tinguished work  for  Pennsylvania.  For  Le- 
high, Warriner  and  Rafferty  worked  hard, 
and  played  a good  game  throughout.  P^mery’s 
play  at  end  was  creditable.  Ely  tackled  ex- 
cellently, but  his  passing  showed  a deplorable 
lack  of  practice. 


LEHIGH  32;  STATE  COLLEGE  O. 

On  Friday,  Nov.  9th,  the  State  College 
team  was  defeated  by  our  team  on  the 
athletic  grounds,  by  a score  of  32  to  o.  Play 


was  called  at  3.55.  The  Lehigh  team  took 
the  ball,  and  State  College  guarded  the  east  - 
goal.  The  ball  was  carried  down  the  field  by 
several  good  runs,  and  Rafferty  made  the  first 
touch-down  in  two  minutes.  No  goal  resulted. 
The  ball  was  brought  to  the  twenty-five  yard 
line,  and  in  a short  time,  the  State  College  was 
forced  to  make  a safety.  A few  minutes  later, 
Corbin  made  the  second  touch-down,  but  the 
try  at  goal  failed.  Lawder  next  made  fifteen 
yards,  and  Warriner,  by  a brilliant  run,  touched 
the  ball  down,  but  failed  to  kick  the  goal. 

N.  Cleaver  became  exhausted.  Beck  left  our 
team,  and  the  game  was  finished  with  ten  men. 
Several  runs  by  Corbin  brought  the  ball  to 
the  fifteen  yard  line,  where  it  was  lost  to  State 
College.  They  gained  a little  ground  and  lost 
the  ball.  Warriner  gained  ten  yards,  after 
which  the  ball  was  resigned  to  State  College. 
They  lost  ground,  however;  Corbin  got  the 
ball  and  carried  it  to  within  one  yard  and 
was  then  forced  over  the  goal  line.  Walker 
made  a free  catch  but  no  goal  resulted.  Cor- 
bin made  a run,  Lawder  secured  the  ball  and 
touched  it  down.  Warriner  failed  to  kick  the 
goal.  The  ball  went  back  and  forth  several 
times  without  much  advantage  on  either  side. 
When  Lehigh  once  more  secured  the  ball, 
Lawder  made  twenty-five  yards,  Corbin  got 
the  ball  and  was  forced  over  the  goal  line, 
making  a touch-down,  from  which  Warriner 
kicked  a goal.  Time  was  called  with  the  ball 
in  the  possession  of  the  State  College,  and  the 
score,  28  to  o. 

In  the  second  half,  runs  by  Warriner,  Law- 
der and  Corbin,  and  a kick  by  Warriner, 
brought  the  ball  well  into  the  State  College’s 
territory,  and  Lawder  made  the  last  touch- 
down of  the  game. 

Mock  ran  about  half  the  length  of  the  field, 
but  was  tackled  by  Lawder.  This  half  only 
lasted  fifteen  minutes,  and  ended  with  the  ball 
on  State  College’s  fifteen  yard  line.  Total 
score,  Lehigh  32,  State  College  o.  Our  backs 
played  a good  game.  State  College  played  an 
ordinary  game,  although,  on  account  of  the 
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wet  grounds,  excellent  playing  was  impossible.

STEVENS  o;  LEHIGH  lO. 

Lehigh  won  her  seventh  victory  on  Satur- 
day, Nov.  loth,  on  her  own  grounds.  Her 
opponents  were  the  Stevens  Institute  team, 
who  were  defeated  in  an  interesting  and  well 
contested  game,  by  a score  of  lo  to  o.  The 
rain  which  had  been  pouring  down  for  two 
days  stopped  just  before  the  game,  leaving  the 
grounds  covered  with  water  to  a depth  of  three 
inches  in  some  places,  making  good  play  very 
difficult.  Considerable  delay  was  occasioned 
by  a wrangle  in  regard  to  the  referee  and  um- 
pire, but  it  was  finally  decided  that  a Lehigh 
man  should  referee  the  first  half  and  umpire  the 
second,  while  a Stevens  man  was  to  umpire 
the  first  half  and  referee  the  second.  Lehigh, 
having  won  the  toss,  chose  the  ball,  and  at 
3.35  play  was  called,  Stevens  guarding  the 
east  goal.  A dribble  to  Warriner  started  the 
game  with  a gain  of  five  yards.  Graham  lost 
eight  yards,  but,  Corbin  by  a fine  run,  secured 
over  fifteen.  Warriner  by  wonderful  dodging 
then  advanced  ten  yards  further,  and  short 
rushes  brought  the  play  close  Stevens’  goal, 
where  a fumble  lost  Lehigh  the  ball.  Macy 
kicked,  but  Dougherty  blocked  the  ball,  and 
forced  Macy  to  make  a safety.  Time,  seven 
minutes.  Stevens  dribbled  from  the  fifteen 
yard  line,  and  her  runner  was  immediately 
downed  by  Corbin.  Four  downs  surrendered 
the  ball  to  Lehigh.  Corbin  by  a run  around 
the  end,  aided  by  good  interfering,  secured  a 
touch-down,  two  minutes  after  the  last  point 


was  made.  Dougherty  failed  at  goal.  For 
some  time  the  play  was  excellent  on  both  sides, 
neither  team  gaining  much  headway,  although, 
the  play  was  constantly  in  close  proximity 
to  Stevens’  goal.  The  ball  passed  from  one 
side  to  another  by  four  downs  and  foul  plays, 
until  Lehigh  blocked  Macy’s  kick,  which 
allowed  Walker  to  obtain  the  ball  at  the  ten 
yard  line.  Corbin  got  around  the  end  again 
and  made  a touch-down.  Time,  twenty-six 
minutes.  This  point  was  not  allowed,  how- 
ever; holding  claimed  by  Stevens  and  the 
claim  allowed.  Macy’s  kick  was  fumbled  by 
Graham,  and  Stevens  dropped  on  the  ball. 
Four  downs  again  give  Lehigh  possession. 
Short  rushes  by  Corbin,  Graham  and  Warriner, 
followed,  but  the  ground  gained  was  soon  lost 
by  DeHart  getting  through  and  downing 
Emery,  to  whom  the  ball  had  been  passed. 
Any  material  gain  by  either  side  was  at  a 
standstill  for  some  minutes,  owing  to  fumbles 
and  fouls,  and  time  was  called  with  the  ball  in 
the  centre  of  the  field  in  Lehigh’s  hands. 

At  4.3 1 time  was  called  for  the  second  half, 
the  umpire  and  referee  having  changed  duties. 
Stevens  led  off  with  a dribble  to  G.  Mason, 
who  gained  ten  yards,  but,  immediately  the 
ball  went  to  Lehigh  on  four  downs.  Good 
runs  by  Graham,  Corbin  and  Warriner,  ad- 
vanced the  ball  to  the  twenty-five  yard  line, 
where  loose  blocking  allowed  Stev^ens  to 
secure  it  on  four  downs.  No  gain  was  made, 
and  the  ball  was  given  to  Lehigh  who  obtained 
five  yards  for  holding  by  Stevens.  Hard  and 
spirited  play,  kept  the  play  near  the  middle  of 
the  field,  but  Lehigh’s  superior  play  soon  be- 
cran  to  assert  itself,  and  short  rushes  carried 
the  ball  to  the  twenty-five  yard  line.  In  a 
scrimmage  at  this  point,  Riddick’s  shoulder 
was  injured,  which  forced  him  to  retire,  and 
Reese  took  his  position  on  the  rush-line.  With 
the  play  at  the  twenty-five  yard  line,  the  ball 
was  passed  to  Graham,  who  made  one  of  the 
finest  runs  ever  seen  on  the  grounds,  shaking 
off  several  tackles  and  making  a touch-down. 
Time,  twenty-six  minutes.  The  try  at  goal 
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failed,  which  made  the  score  lO  to  o.  iUacy 
kicked  to  Walker,  who  reached  the  thirt\’  yard 
line  before  downed.  Warriner  followed  with 
a run  of  ten  yards.  Corbin  and  Graham  add- 
ing fifteen  more.  Four  downs  surrendered  the 
ball  to  Stevens.  On  the  third  down  Macy 
kicked  to  Warriner,  who  fumbled,  allowing  W. 
Mason  to  drop  on  the  ball.  With  no  advance, 
Lehigh  obtained  the  ball  at  the  twent\-  yard 
line,  and  Corbin  breaking  through  in  grand 
st}de,  made  a touch-down,  which  was  not 
allowed  because  of  Emery’s  holding.  Stevens 
kicked  on  the  third  down,  and  Corbin  .secured 
the  ball,  and  made  a long  run  of  twenty  yards. 
Warriner,  near  the  centre  pf  the  field,  passed 
his  opponents  and  made  a touch-down.  This 
time  running  outside  was  claimed  by  Stevens, 
and  the  referee,  without  examining  the  tracks 
made,  declared  in  favor  of  Stevens,  although 
the  two  entire  teams  were  between  him  and 
the  runner.  It  was  plainly  visible  to  the  spec- 
tators and  umpire,  that  Warriner  did  not  go 
outside.  Time  was  soon  called  with  the  play 
near  the  centre  of  the  field.  The  game  was 
an  excellent  one,  and  Lehigh’s  team  played  a 
good  game.  The  condition  of  the  grounds 
prevented  brilliant  work,  but,  hard,  earnest  play 
was  exhibited.  Emery  and  all  the  men  back 
of  the  line  did  excellent  work.  Eor  Stevens, 
DeHart  and  the  two  Masons  played  the  game.

5th,  the  Harri-son  and  Morton  Club,  a hundred 
and  twenty-five  strong,  went  to  Allentown 
where  they  participated  in  a large  Republican 
parade. 

— The  American  Tariff  Reform  League  has 
offered  three  prizes,  consisting  of  $250,  ,^100 
and  $50,  for  the  three  best  essays  by  students 
of  the  Senior  Class  of  any  college  on  the  sub- 
ject of  “ What  Are  Free  Raw  Materials — 
Would  they  be  advantageous  to  the  Labor  and 
Industries  of  the  United  States  ?”  The  essays 
must  not  exceed  8000  words  and  must  be 
written  on  a type  writer.  They  must  be  at  the 
office  of  the  Secretary,  Henry  M.  Hoyt,  West 
23d  Street,  New  York,  not  later  than  March  i, 
1889. 

— Considerable  enthusiasm  was  displayed  by 
the  students  on  election  night  over  the  election 
returns.  Most  of  the  men  congregated  in  Kich- 
line’s  or  Yohes,  where  the  returns  were  re- 
ceived. At  Kichline’s  especially  the  excitement 
ran  high,  and  each  report  brought  out  the  “Har- 
rison’Rah!  Morton ’Rah!  Harrison  and  Morton 
Sis-boom-ah !’’  of  the  Republicans,  or  the 
“ Cleveland  ’Rah  ! Thurman  ’Rah  ! Tariff  Re- 
form, ’Rah!  ’Rah!  That’s  the  stuff!”  of  the 
Democrats.  At  one  time  the  noise  of  “ No, 
No,  No  Free  Trade,”  on  the  one  hand  and 
“ Don’t  be  afraid,  Don’t  be  afraid.  Tariff  Re- 
form is  not  Free  Trade,”  on  the  other  was 
deafening  and  had  to  be  stopped  by  the  pro- 
prietor. 

— The  Senior  Mechanical  Engineers  made  a 
visit  of  inspection  on  Friday,  Nov.  2,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Breckenridge.  They 
first  stopped  at  Newark,  where  the  electric 
light  plant  was  inspected,  after  which  they 
visited  Hewes  and  Phillips,  the  manufacturers 
of  the  Corliss  engine.  Every  courte.sy  was 
shown  them  at  this  factory  and  special  means 
were  taken  to  entertain  the  visitors.  The  night 
was  spent  in  New  York  and  an  early  start  was 
made  Saturday  morning  for  the  New  York 
Safety  Steam  Power  Company,  where  many 


points  of  interest  were  viewed.  The  firm  of 
E.  P.  Hampson  & Co.,  and  the  office  of  the 
Phoenix  Iron  Co.  were  visited  and  an  oppor- 
tunity given  at  the  latter  place  to  inspect  the 
Dick  & Church  automatic  cut-off  engine. 
Some  time  was  spent  at  the  headquarters  of 
the  Westinghouse  engines  and  visits  were  also 
made  to  the  Buckeye  Engine  Company,  the 
firm  of  Fleming  & Kimball  and  the  Payne 
Engine  Company.  The  last  call  was  at  the 
Rider  Hot  Air  Compression  Plngine  Company. 
Every  one  was  highly  pleased  with  the  trip.

The  Cornell  chapter  of  the  Q.  T.  V.,  the 
only  Latin  letter  fraternity  in  America,  has 
been  formed  at  Cornell  University. 

Sanscrit,  Zend,  Pehlevi,  Hebrew,  Armaic, 
Syriac,  Assyrian,  and  several  other  uncommon 
languages  are  taught  at  Columbia. 

M.  Coquelin,  the  distinguished  French  co- 
median, gave  a lecture  Tuesday,  Oct.  20,  before 
the  students  of  Harvard.  The  subject  was 
“ L’art  du  Comedien.” 

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity have  decided  to  erect  a new  chemical 
laboratory  and  have  appropriated  $80,000  from 
the  permanent  funds  of  the  university  for  this 
purpose. 

Wellesley  College  opened  with  195  Fresh- 
men this  year  and  has  turned  away  many  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  room.  The  Wellesley 
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girls  are  now  seven  hundred  strong.  The  col- 
lege has  enlarged  the  number  in  its  Faculty. 


The  Amherst  Senate  is  pronounced  a great 
success.  It  is  composed  of  four  Seniors,  three 
Juniors,  two  Sophomores  and  one  Freshman, 
chosen  by  the  respective  classes  and  presided 
over  by  the  President.  It  decides  upon  all 
matters  that  pertain  to  order  and  college  de- 
corum ; and  its  decisions,  when  approved  by  the 
President,  are  binding  upon  the  whole  college. 
Faculty  and  students  alike  speak  emphatically 
of  their  satisfaction  with  its  influence  and 
workings.
